Amaryllis for Christmas 


'o flower by Christmas, amaryllis should be given a 
rest now. Nearly all the newer forms and numerous 
hybrids of Hippeastrum vittatum, more so than the 
original type, have by this time completed the season’s 
growth, and should be rested, regular watering being- 
discontinued for a period of from four to six weeks, not 
leaving them so dry, however, as to cause a shriveling of 
the roots. Now, if this rest is brought about in Septem- 
ber, and ending somewhere in the middle of October, the 
rhizomes will have attained the desired degree of ripe- 
ness and a good stand of fine flowers for Christmas is 
assured. The appearance of the new growth, the flow- 
er buds first, marks the end of the season of rest, and 
is the grower’s cue for setting the plants to work. He 
first repots the plants into new earth, should they need 
repotting (an operation not needed every year), places 
them on a warm, sunny bench, and resumes regular 
watering and sprinkling. Any fairly rich, sandy soil 
suits them. No great effort is required to have them at 
their best any time right after Christmas, or all through 
the dead of winter. The temperature should be as far 
as possible, a steady heat; should neither fall below 60 
nor rise above 70 degrees. In a house of 65 degrees it 
takes eight weeks from the time the new growth begins 
to push forth until the flowers are at their finest. 


Dracaena indivisa 

Draceena indivisa planted out in the spring should now 
be lifted from the field. Do not use too large pots; 4 or 
5-inch pots will do. Give a rich compost, say to three 
parts of fibrous loam, one of well decayed cow manure, 
and plenty of drainage. Place them where they can 
have plenty of air and after about ten days they will 
stand full sunshine. They like to be kept in a nice, 
moist state at the roots, but not to such an extent as to 
cause any sourness. Keep the atmosphere moist by 
damping down two or three times a day. Give syringing 
during good weather and keep a night temperature of 
from 55 to 60 degrees. 


Lilium candidum 
When getting these bulbs always insist on the best 
type as there are two distinct forms on the market. As 
soon as they arrive see that they are unpacked and pot- 
ted up at once. They give better results when three 
bulbs are grown in an 8-inch or five in‘a 10-inch pot. 
For a compost use fibrous loam three parts, well de- 


cayed cow manure one part and enough of sand to make 
it quite sandy. Use plenty. of clean crocks to insure per- 
fect drainage, which is absolutely necessary. If the 
compost is moist they will not need any water at once. 


Mr. Farrell's next notes will be on the following: 


They can be placed in some frame where they are ex- 
posed to full sun. During heavy rain place some sashes 
over them so the soil will not become sodden. They can 
be kept out in a frame until January; just plunge the 
pots and allow them to freeze as they force much better 
for it. 
Planting Antirrhinums 

One of the best paying crops to succeed the early 
chrysanthemums is a house of the winter-flowering va- 
rieties of snapdragons. Although many of our best 
florists have now gone extensively into this culture it 
will be some time before it will be overdone. As in all 
other branches of the cut flower industry, the high-grade 
product will always meet with a remunerative demand. 
They can be planted about a foot apart each way. Be 
always very particular when watering antirrhinums. It is 
better to look over the benches before you begin and lo- 
cate the dry and wet spots which will enable you to keep 
the bench at an even moisture and thus ensure a more 
even growth through the beds. When well established 
they will stand good steady heat 55 to 60 degrees at 
night together with plenty of water, air and light. Keep 
them nicely disbudded as this will throw the strength 
into the flower or spikes. When the benches become 
filled with roots give some liquid feeding. 


Rambler Roses 

Stock intended for next spring sales will need atten- 
tion so as to have the wood in fine shape. Where grown 
in pots all summer, which is without doubt the best 
way, place all such stock outside where they can have 
the benefit of the cool nights. To ripen them up they 
should not get much water at the roots, withholding a 
little each week for the next three or four weeks. After 
that they can be placed on their sides to avoid the fall 
rains and can stay outside until real cold weather sets 
in, when they can be placed in a frame, covered with 
some hay or straw and protected with sashes. Field- 
grown stock can be lifted any time after September 20. 
When lifting preserve all the roots possible and pot in 
any good rich mixture and also keep outside. 


Potting Evergreens 

Now is the best time for those having a demand for 
small evergreens during the holiday trade to procure 
and pot them up. Get nice well-balanced tre fpom, 
any nursery advertising im’ FoRTICULTURE and hive them 
as small pots as will hold the roots. By potting these 
evergreens up in advance they make new roots and be- 
come at home before the cold weather sets in. Give 
them a rather shndy place for about ten days and after 
that they wil} gtand ‘full sun.

The Fig House 
Fig trees will now be nearing the resting period 
after producing three good crops. Even though there 
may be a few fruits that are not quite ripe gradually 
work them up to having full air night and day. If this 
is done gradually these late fruits will finish all right. 


Keep the trees well syringed and do not let the roots 
want for water. 
Melons Cracking 


It sometimes happens that just about the time a melon 
should finish it cracks open—a most disappointing catas- 
trophe, as it frequently happens that the crack is right 
through the flesh and there is no chance to save it and 
even were this possible it would be useless for the table. 
If the crack is noticed the same day as it commences to 
open, under suitable treatment it may be stopped before 
it reaches ‘the seed cavity, in which case it will finish up 
and be edible but not presentable on the breakfast table. 
This cracking is generally attributed to an excess of sap 
and energy at a time when nothing above normal is re- 
quired. It must be remembered this happens just prior 
to the fruit’s “turning” (i. e., the first stage of ripen- 
ing). Now, to boost a quantity of quick-acting feed 
into them at this stage is seeking trouble, not only from 
cracking, for it will affect the flavor. Instead of slight- 
ly diminishing the water at the roots, increasing the 
same at this stage may have the same effect. To keep 
a house closer than usual in a morning, causing an ex- 
cess in temperature of fifteen or twenty degrees when a 
slightly lower than normal would be more congenial, may 
also cause some of the fruits to crack. If detected in 
time to save the fruit make a slight cut in the lateral 
carrying it to check the flow of sap. It will be found a 
distinct advantage to cut out a small portion of the stem 
V-shaped. By just making an insertion of the knife 
some sap at times will pass through and the cut heal up. 
Keep the house a trifle cooler, omitting shutting up close 
in the afternoon and evening, also keep the roots a trifle 
dryer but not dried out. This treatment will have the 
desired effect. 


Winter Cucumbers 


Make a sowing of cucumbers to furnish the winter 
crops during this month. These plants can be raised all 
the year round the same as melons but it pays to have 
them growing well before the short days come on. They 
have an advantage over melons as they crop continually 





until worn out, whereas their sister of the same orde: 
has to set a crop when it shows and be through with it. 
It is not necessary to plant up a whole house as is th 
case with melons. A young growing plant will take th: 
same care, temperature, and atmosphere as a plant that 
is cutting fruit. Where a continuous supply is required 
for home consumption divide the house or houses to bh: 
given up to them into five parts, planting one-fifth of the 
space every ten days. If this is started the first of Sep 
tember it will mean the last sowing will be made on the 
20th of October which is plenty late enough to get any 
kind of growth on them before Christmas. These will 
carry on fruiting until the plants sown the first of the 
year come in. Sow the seeds singly in three-inch pots in 
light soil, giving them a night temperature of 70 degrees, 
which must not be reduced at any time if the best results 
are to be obtained. It is a strange coincidence that one 
of the older varieties of cucumbers is still to the front 
the same as Hero of Lockinge melon that was referred 
to last week. This is Telegraph cucumber. True it has 
been improved and is known as Improved Telegraph but 
it still carries the same qualities. For an all-round va- 
riety this will be found equal to any. There are some of 
the newer ones which excel it in some respects; take 
Matchless for instance, which will often beat it in size 
but not in the quantity produced. Every Day again will 
produce more fruits but they are smaller. 


Spawning Mushroom Beds 


When the temperature of newly-made mushroom beds 
has receded to about 85 degrees insert the spawn. Take 
care that the thermometer has been registering from the 
same depth as the spawn will be placed at and also be 
sure the bed is receding in temperature: should it be 
standing at 85 wait until it shows a downward tendency, 
as this is the limit in heat. Some growers will spawn at 
a lower temperature and while the crops may be good 
they will take longer to come. Break the bricks of 
spawn up into pieces about the size of a hen’s egg and 
insert them nine or ten inches apart and six inches deep. 
Do not cover the bed right away when spawning at this 
high temperature, but leave it about five days when it 
will have gone down several degrees and then case it 
ever with virgin loam about an inch-and-a-half thick. 
Mushrooms will be ready to pick in six weeks under 
favorable conditions. It will be advisable to damp the 
surface of the beds over together with the walls, etc.. 
once or twice a day if the cellar is not naturally damp. 
Keep the temperature from 50 to 55 degrees at all times. 
Continue to make up new beds for successive crops.

Where ice is made right on the place it is a very simple 
matter to run the machine once or twice a day, as con- 
tions may call for. From our experience it is the most 
rofitable way to have ice-making machinery right there 

fill the ice box at any time on short notice. 


The Supply of Bone Meal 


Did you ever wish to top-dress some of the benches 
nd then discover that the supply of bonemeal was ex- 
This happens many times and on many 
places. It is not only annoying, but often we lose quite 

little growth, because the bone cannot be applied at 
the proper time. Places vary in glass area and the 
growers ought to know how much bone is necessary for 
he season, ordering it all at once, early, so as to be sure 

at it is on hand when it is wanted. It may seem a

vested. 
Tobacco Stems 

These with us are a little out of place, when we con- 
sider that there are so many good materials in the mar- 
ket that can be used much easier and with greater safety. 
Often we have to smile at the old tobacco pot standing 
in the shed, and then think of the simpler ways of today. 
The best places will not have a single fly around their 
plants. All the vitality the plants possess should go 
into the production of flowers, and not to feed hundreds 
of parasites. Where tobacco stems are still to be used 
it is well to give careful attention in preparing them for 
the smoke pot. The drier they are used the more ef- 
fective will the smoke be, and the more dangerous to 
the plants. Be very careful not to allow the stems to 
burn with a flame, as that makes very hot smoke, which 
burns the foliage. The stems should only be allowed to 
smoulder and smoke. When the stems are sprinkled to 
be too wet, the smoke will become about half steam, and 
lose its killing power. Never light a pot and then 
leave it to its own fate. Better pull it up and then down 
the houses, filling the houses full on the last trip. This 
is not very pleasant work, to say the least, but it can 
hardly be done any other way and be done right. 


Sod for Next Season’s Potted Plants 


If you have no sod remaining after filling the houses, 
start at once to make your heap of soil that is to be 
used for potting the young plants next winter. If this 
is allowed to go by, and no soil is on hand when potting 
is to be done, you know what that will mean, with the 
ground frozen. The best soil we like to use is left-over 
sod. This is stored under cover, and then it can be 
used at any time during the winter months. 


Winter Flowering Snapdragons 


For a number of years H. Huebner of Groton, Mass., 
as been studying and working to do for the antirrhinum 
hat Zvolanek has done for the sweet pea by evolving 

reliable winter-flowering strain. How well he has 

succeeded is indicated in the illustration shown on the 
over page of this paper, which is from a photograph 
made in middle of January last. After years of cross- 


ing and recrossing Mr. Huebner has finally fixed the 
strain in the three popular colors, yellow, pink and 
white. As no snapdragon can be depended on to come 
true from seed, propagation is effected by cuttings from 
selected plants only. Cuttings are usually taken in 
October. We understand the stock is to be placed on 
the market during the coming season. 
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The contribution by Mr. Bleicken in this 
issue on color and form harmony in her- 
baceous planting brings to the front a

timely topic in a somewhat original vein. 

Anyone who has taken particular notice of the herba- 
ceous beds so prevalent in present day gardening, espe- 
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cially where anything like formal arrangement of beds, 
borders and walks has been undertaken, must acknow]l- 
edge that in very many instances Mr. Bleicken’s implied 
criticism is well-founded. One does not have to look 
very far to find some awful conglomerations of incon- 
gruous form and clashing color—very often composed 
of splendid material in itself but violating in its arrange- 
ment the principles of artistic taste and good judgment. 
Here is presented a boundless field for study and ex- 
periment and no young gardener who masters the art 
and puts it into practice need worry about his future. 
The subject is one well worthy of thoughtful discussion 


and our columns are open to any of our readers who may 
wish to follow Mr. Bleicken either in support or dissent. 


Should the Society of American Florists 
and Ornamental Horticulturists adopt 
some plan whereby local clubs and socie- 
ties may be merged into direct member- 
ship, as now seems quite probable, it will have taken one 
of the most radical and far-reaching steps in its history. 
To put the proposition in practical working shape will 
require careful study from several standpoints for there 
are some hard nuts to be cracked, but the scheme as so 
earnestly advocated by its sponsors is not an impossible 
one and the most hopeful augury for its success is the 
generally favorable attitude of the S. A. F. members, 
most of whom are also on the roll of one or more florists’ 
clubs or local horticultural societies. So we look to see 
whatever stumbling-blocks there may appear, easily re- 
moved, for “where there’s a will there’s a way.” Closer 
affiliation between the S. A. F. and the various national 
organizations devoted to special flowers or plants is a 
different proposition, requiring different treatment but 
we hazard the prediction that this, too, will before long 
become an accomplished fact.

Visitors to the Minneapolis convention 
will all agree that the one most dis- 
tinguishing and impressive feature 
there was the superb display of outside 
planting. We can well remember when the desirability 
of such an annex to the annual convention was broached 
a good many years ago by W. A. Manda. The first at- 
tempt at its realization was at Dayton, O., where a 
modest beginning was made possible by the location of 
the convention hall in the fair grounds and the co-opera- 
tion and assistance of the National Cash Register people 
through the gardener in charge of the planting about 
their buildings. Seeing how valuable a feature this can 
be made it is unfortunate that facilities such as were 
enjoyed at Minneapolis or even at Dayton must be very 
rare in the history of conventions. It is particularly 
gratifying, therefore, to learn that the prospects are ex- 
cellent for the installment at Boston next year of an out- 
door display on an extensive scale and, no doubt, the 
Minneapolis success will lead many nurserymen and 


plantsmen who did not exhibit there to see its trade 
value and to put in an appearance at Boston. We would 
not be surprised if this department should attain aston- 
ishing proportions on this particular occasion.

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ABOUT THE HARDY FLOWER GARDEN 











(his is about the time when planning is in order for 
replanting or new plantiug of herbaceous beds and bor- 
ders. My experience and observations in this work may 
be of some interest to other gardeners at this time. 
For eight years I have been trying to solve the problem 
of color and form in herbaceous plantings. Feeling and 
believing almost from the first, that the promiscuous 
mixing of hardy herbaceous plants violates principles 
of harmony and balance, I have tried to analyze the prin- 
ciples of art in carpet bedding and to apply the same in 
herbaceous plantations, as far as possible. Whatever ob- 
jection one may have to carpet bedding, especially in 
unsuited locations on the lawns and in park secenecy, one 
cannot deny that good principles of form and color 
selection were successfully practiced by most gardeners 
twenty-five and thirty years ago in the carpet bedding of 
that time. 

| find, that the charm of restfulness and calmness in 
form and gayety in color was due mostly to simplicity of 
arrangement—certain repetitions of lines—and a re- 
straint in choice of material. Too much variety in plant 
species and too many varieties in colors within the 
species are to blame, when we have only good looking 
groups or beds of plants for our labor, but not a “gar- 
den.” And when we have not a whole garden with a 
real garden spirit in it, the artistic excellence in details 
is of no lasting merit. It would be positively ruinous 
to the artistic value of a garden 60 by 100 feet to grow 
in it most of the catalogued species of herbaceous plants. 
Besides, the practical work of taking care of such a 
garden would far exceed the resylts obtained. 

The beds described below furnish, I believe, a good 
example of linear forms in leaves and growth, with 
yellows and blues and their secondaries for colors. The 
four beds are about 16 by 16 feet each and grouped,

as shown in the diagram, around a smaller circular bed 
of tritomas or yuccas with yellow daffodils for spring 
bloom. 

The list of plants in these four beds is as follows: 
Fritillarias and snowdrops alternating with some very 
low herbaceous plant of yellow or blue color or between 


around them. These joining borders should vary in 
width from one to two or three feet, those making irreg- 
ular outlines against the bed itself, but a straight line 
against the walks. A few clumps of early tulips, yellow 
or brownish in color, followed by larger clumps of Dar- 
vin tulips of similar colors; then early German iris, 
hemerocallis, Spanish iris, Japanese iris, Hyacinthus, 
candicans and funkias, all in groups and clumps, yet so 
distributed as to give bloom of each species and variety 
over the beds. The distributing must always be left to 
the individual taste and feeling of the gardener. Leaves 
and colors vary of course in these beds, but not enough to 
disturb the sensation of a distinct “motiv” in the pic- 
ture, carried out through the whole season. The 
“motiv” for these beds is taken from scenery in low 
moist grass lands, in the vicinity of a pond or river. 


{I borrow the word “motiv’ from C. Schneider's (Germany) 
book on Landscape Gardening and use it in the same sense as 
it is used in this book.] . 


Here is another combination, which I believe does not 
mix form and colors inharmoniously. English daisies 
for border, then sweet williams in reds, crimson, white, 
scarlet and pink. Scarlet and red, phloxes divided by 
Achillea The Pearl, and a few white asters for later 
autumn. Colors would vary from white and pink to 
red, scarlet and crimson, excluding all yellows, blues, 
purples, ete. 

There are many other good combinations as monardas 
and gaillardias with helianthus, coreopsis and other 
compositae; perhaps blue asters in late fall, or hibiscus 
with hollyhocks and foxgloves with other large-leaved 
plants of colors mauve pink and red. Or thalictrums 
with aquilegias, delphiniums, spireas, etc. 

These and many more can be used without giving one 
the impression of cramming a lot of uncongenial plants 
into one particular place for the sole purpose of having 
something in full flower all the time. These groupings 
are not to be understood as essential but are suggested 
only to illustrate what I maintained in the beginning in 
regard to greater harmony and simplicity of both form 
and color in our use of herbaceous plants. If such beds 
are not always in full flower I think it is also interesting 
and pleasing to see a bed of plants just budding and to 
watch the unfolding of a garden picture from day to day. 

I take it for granted that all gardeners know and 
practice to make all herbaceous beds very fertile with a 
soil depth of at least 114 feet. The close growing to- 
gether of so many plants in one bed makes a deep rich 
soil an absolute necessity to thrifty growth.

IMPORTATIONS OF TREES AND 
TREE SEEDS. 

Figures gathered by. the federal 
quarantine board of the Department 
of Agriculture show that during the 
past fiscal year 3,779,041 growing trees 
and 15,040 pounds of tree seeds were 
imported into the United States. The 
trees include, say the members of the 
board, valuable species that do not 
grow in the United States and stock 
which can at present be bought more 
cheaply abroad. The tree seeds im- 


ported are largely for the purpose of 





reforesting land, though in a number 
of cases they are used in ornamental 
planting on individual estates. 

France leads in the number of grow- 
ing trees sent here, with a total of 1,- 
782,255. Germany is second with 849, 
245, and Holland third with 690,632. 
Imports are made from thirteen other 
countries, including India, Japan and 
Australia. The trees and shrubs im- 
ported are chiefly evergreens, such as 
pines, spruces, and firs, and broadleaf 
plants—oaks, maples, etc. The major- 


ity is stock of foreign origin, though many. 





im. a few cases cultivators abroad 
through a special selection of attrac- 
tive forms of our native trees have de- 
veloped them to such an extent as to 
make them desirable to purchasers 
here. 

Besides more than seven tons of 
tree seeds, many thousands of pounds 
of seed of perennial and annual plants, 
bulbs, and fruit stock, as well as orna- 
mental shrubs, are imported. The 
greater part of the tree seeds, or more 
than 7000 pounds, come from Ger-

CARE OF LILY OF THE VALLEY. 
The following rules in reference to 
the care of lily of the valley pips and 
their cultural requirements have been 
published in poster form by the Ger- 


man Society of Lily of the Valley 
Growers: 

1. Never let my pips be uncovered 
or exposed to sunshine and wind. 

2. Cover me with earth or other 
shading materials, and let me have 
always the necessary moisture. 

3. Cover me in winter time with 
short manure. 

4. Do not hurt me, when separat- 
ing my principal roots or in sorting. 
and you must never break off my 
flank pips but cut them. 

5. Let me never be 
among weeds when growing; 
light and sunshine. 

6. Protect me against frost during 
transport. 

7. Let me have sufficient moisture 
when you preserve me in cold storage 
boxes or barrels. 

8. Always use fresh moss for pack- 
ing, and spread coarse sand between 
my roots. 

9. Always use boxes instead of bas- 
kets for packing, and take care that 
my flank pips are not pressed against 
the sides. 

10. Never call me first quality 
when I am only second or third; when 
I am an early-flowering I do not be- 
long to the first quality. 

11. Inform every buyer whether I 
am an early or late flowering variety, 
and if I am’ grown on humus, sand or 
clay soil. 

12. Do not sell me too cheap, or 
else it will not pay you to grow me.

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Seed Trade 


Estimates. 


How rapidly has the summer flown, 
and soon we shall say, “The summer 
is past, the harvest is_ended,” and we 
can ask, “what has the harvest been?” 
Shortly we shall be able to answer this 
question, but just now estimates are 
the nearest we can get to it, and these 
only general in the main. Few crops 
have been harvested and growers are 
reluctant to put their estimates into 
figures. Since our last crop notes, no 
changes of importance have occurred. 
We can add but little to what we said 
about peas. Conditions are apparently 
favorable, but until threshing has be- 
come general, thus revealing the actu- 
al yields, all estimates are really 
guesses. 

It may be well to call attention to 
what may prove to have been an im- 
portant factor affecting the crop. Our 
readers will, no doubt, recall our re- 
porting a severe frost late in July over 
a considerable part of Montana and 
Idaho, and which undoubtedly caused 
more or less damage, but whether 
more, or less, remains to be shown. 
It is a curious fact that the pods of 
peas which have been frozen often con- 
tinue to grow, sometimes attaining un- 
usual size, but without a single well- 
developed pea, while young peas part- 
ly grown have to be discarded because 
of their vitality being destroyed. Un- 
der such circumstances unless esti- 
mates are made only after very pains- 
taking investigation, they are liable to 
be very misleading, and wide of the 
facts. It may be recalled that some 
estimates last year were very inaccur- 
ate, due mainly to the cause above 
mentioned. 


Beans, Corn and Cabbage. 


Ill news comes to us about beans. 
The long period of drought, combined 
with the intense heat prevailing much 
of the time has caused severe damage 
to the crop in Michigan and New York 
State. The character of the soil chosen 
as a rule for beans, is a sandy or grav- 
elly loam, and therefore not well 
adapted to resisting drought. It seems 
to be generally agreed that we are in 
for a short crop of beans, though the 
extent of the shortage no man knows. 

It is much the same with corn, both 
sweet and field varieties. Some very 
good judges estimate the shortage from 
25 to 50 per cent. of an average yield. 
Undoubtedly, corn all over the coun- 
try has been pretty hard hit, and 
choice seed is likely to reach a higher 
level of prices than for several years 
past. It is reported that canned corn 
has advanced 20 per cent. in the past 
two months despite the heavy carry 
over, much the largest in the history 
of the canning industry. 

More definite information about the 
cabbage seed crop of Long Island 
shows that it was not over 50 per cent. 
of an average. We have received no 
figures from Puget Sound—simply that 
the crop was short

the stocks grown in this country. 
While there will doubtless be a firmer 
market on turnips, and possibly a no- 
ticeable advance on three or four vari- 
eties, there will be no justification for 
famine prices, and such prices are 
quite improbable. 


In the West. 


We are unable to chronicle any ma- 
terial changes in the crop situation of 
California, but the seed growers would 
like to be shown some way to success- 
fully cope with the pea aphis or pea 
louse, which for two years past has 
been such a factor in destroying the 
sweet pea crop. Come forward, ye in- 
ventive geniuses, and fill a long felt 
want. 

We have had one or two letters from 
a well known expert who has recently 
returned from an extended visit to the 
pea growing districts of Montana and 
Idaho. He says conditions generally 
are favorable as to appearances, but 
calls attention to the freeze of July 
last which he believes to have been 
very disastrous, especially in sections. 
He discourses on the purity of the seed 
stock, evidently having devoted eon- 
siderable attention to this feature, and 
he warmly commends those of the 
Jerome B. Rice Seed Co., while he 
praises the types of several other grow- 
ers but omits to mention any names. 
The recent rains have been of incal- 
culable benefit to all crops excepting

A mild ripple of business 
is detected this week, but 
not sufficient to affect 
selling prices in the least. In fact, 
any attempt to “jack up” values to 
normal levels results in an immediate 
cessation of the demand, There is an 
unprecedented call for lily of the val- 
ley, but it cannot be pushed above the 
figures prevalent all summer. Ameri- 
can Beauty roses are plentiful and are 
good enough to warrant a better price 
than it is possible to realize on them. 
Gladioli are a burden on all sides. The 
market is so overloaded that buyers 
are almost out of the possibilities and 
no price is refused by the dealers. 
Asters have been much injured by the 
recent rains and sweet peas have suf- 
fered from the same cause and are 
not worth picking. The demand for 
cattleyas is far in excess of the avail- 
able supply just now. 
The recent rains came 
BUFFALO just in time to save the 
late branching asters 
and also helped .the gladioli along. 
Good stock has taken well and prices 
have been better than in previous 
years up to this time. Roses have 
been in good supply. Milady, Ward, 
and Kaiserin are good and Beauties 
have taken well. Lily of the valley 
and lilies are in demand. Trade has 
been good and the market well 
cleaned up except on gladioli of ordi- 
nary and mixed quality. 
The last days of August 
added to the very fair 
record of the last sum- 
mer months of the season.

stock moved off rapidly, followed by 
Labor Day, when everything first-class 
cleaned up. With the coming of Sep- 
tember a hot wave came also, and to- 
day (Sept. 2) business is confined 
mostly to shipping. The scarcest 
flowers in the market are white roses 
and lilies, which are included in prac- 
tically all of the out-of-town orders. 
The flower too much in evidence is the 
gladiolus which sells for so much less 
than the bulbs cost that it is impos- 
sible to imagine anyone growing the 
poor, off-colored varieties year after 
year always with this same result. 
Even the three best varieties are near- 
ly at a standstill this week. Young 
carnations now have stems from seven 
to twelve inches long and the blooms 
are of very fair size. Roses are apt to 
come? a little open these hot days but 
plenty of good stock for the season is 
seen. Late asters are proportionately 
late with the early ones. Sales on 
these seem generally satisfactory. 
Smilax is very scarce and unusually 
high, while plenty of asparagus is to 
be had. 


The market has takem 
CINCINNATI on a firmer tone dur- 
ing the past week 
and there is apparent a more active 
demand than we had a week ago. 
Shipping business is relatively better 
than local business. In roses excel- 
lent Beauties of all sizes are to be 
had. The supply of other roses, in- 
cluding Killarney, Ward, Taft, Mary- 
land, Ivory and Richmond, is fully 
adequate. The choice grades meet 
with the readiest sale. Good asters 
are now available in quantity and have 
been meeting with a very good market. 
Lilies are in good supply apd clean up 
tolerably well. The very limited quan- 
tity of lily of the valley that comes in 
is selling nicely. Gladioli are still ina 
heavy supply and some ~excellent 
dahlias have made their appearance. 
Greens are, with the. exception of 
smilax, in'a more than sufficient sup- 
ply.

FORESTRY TOPICS. 


Addresses by forestry experts at the 
State House, a demonstration of meth- 
ods of attack on the leopard moths on 
Boston Common, by J. W. Chapman,

PLANT QUARANTINE DECISION 
NO. 4. 

The Federal Horticultural Board 
recommends that regulation 7 of the 
rules and regulations for carrying out 
the Plant Quarantine Act (37 Stat., 
315), as amended March 4, 1913, pub- 
lished in circular No. 44, office of the 
secretary, issued May 26, 1913, be 
amended, to take effect as amended on 
and after August 1, 1913, so as to read 
as follows: 

Each certificate and copy certificate 
shall give the date of inspection; name 
of the grower or exporter; the district 
or locality and the country where 
grown; a statement that the stock has 
been inspected by a duly authorized 
official and found, or believed to be, 
free from insect pests and plant dis- 
eases. The original certificate shall 
be signed and sealed by, and the copy 
certificate shall bear the seal of, the 
responsible inspection official for the 
country of origin. 

Permits may be canceled and further 
permits refused for the importation of 
nursery stock from any given country 
whenever such stock, in the judgment 
of the Federal Horticultural Board, is 
found to be so infested as to plainly 
indicate that the foreign inspection is 
merely perfunctory, and such countries 
shall thereafter be classed as countries 
which do not maintain nursery stock 
inspection until satisfactory evidence 
is presented to show that the regula- 
tions of the board have been complied 
with. 

Lists of officials in foreign countries 
authorized to inspect nursery stock, 
giving their names and official designa- 
tions, will be furnished to collectors 
of customs through the secretary of 
the treasury.
